As a m atter of fact 
he has to b e n kind of sponge, taking a great 
deal in and requiring a very hard squeeze to 
b ring anything out. 
The power which a 
good country newspaper wields has uever 
b een accurately estimated. 
It is a recog­ 
nized 
educator 
of 
the country masses, 
and in tim es of civil commotion its utterances 
are carefully weighed. T hat power will uever 
depart from it so long as it keeps a high 
standard of m orality—i. e., while its pages 
can b e scanned w ithout fear of moral taint— 
and it is to b e hoped the tim e is far distant 
wiien the provincial press, as a b ody, will l>e 
regarded as other than temperate, honest and 
whole-souled .— Press a n d P rin ter. 
A good reporter is always first cousin to a 
necrom ancer, and can introduce him self to 
you iu such a geulal way that, for the time 
b eing, b e seems like your long lost b rother, 
who is anxious to show you the straw b erry 
m ark on his left arm in proof of his identity. 
You taik with him ab out the inner secrets 
of your life, iu a profuse sort of way. give 
him your opinion ab out the resum ption of 
specie paym ent, and,as the conversation (lows, 
treely unfold yourself on various other m at­ 
ters.

C hic ago 
, Oct. 27.—Gustave Falk, a native 
of Sweden, has b een arrested here, charged 
with b eing a confederate in a gigantic m ort­ 
gage swindle, whereb y the G uaranty Associ­ 
ation, of Stockholm, Sweden, is loser to an 
enorm ous amount. 
A week ago the Swed­ 
ish 
Vice-Consul, 
at 
Chicago, 
received 
word 
from 
W ashington 
that 
the 
authorities at Stockholm had sent b road cast 
a circular describ ing Falk, who was wanted 
for forgery. 
He communicated the fact to 
the police, with the result 
given. 
Falk 
turned over to the officers the keys to ¡in 
apartm ent in the National Safety Deposit 
vaults, where they found $2,114 in b ank 
notes. 
He also surrenden d a gold w atch and 
chain which he had purchased with the pro­ 
ceeds of his forgery , and made a written con­ 
fession. 
In his sworn state.nent lie reveals a 
gigantic conspiracy to commit fraud, in 
wiiich he 
himself 
is hut 
an 
insignifi­ 
cant 
factor. 
He 
says 
that 
in 
Stockholm 
there 
exists 
a 
gang 
of mortgage forgers and confidence operators 
who have swindled the b anks for years; that 
they are extrem ely secretive aud only com­ 
municate with each other b y mail. 
He gave 
the nuuios of hjs companions and on this in­ 
formation the Consul Immediately gab led 
to 
the 
authorities 
at 
Stockholm 
to 
cause 
their 
arrest. 
F alk 
is 
45 
years old and has a wife and family living in 
Sweden. 
Ho says his share of the forgeries 
amounted to $4,500 and he cannot tell what 
the others received b ecause each negotiated 
the saleof the forged mortgages and kept the 
proceeds. 
The m anner in which the fraud 
was perpetrated is not known.

Lord 
Sackville told the 
Tribu n e corresp oudeut 
that he understood that “ both the action of 
the Senate [in rejecting the fisheries treaty] 
and the President’s letter of retaliation were 
for p olitical effect.” 
These are accusations 
of dishonesty, insincerity and hyp ocrisy both 
against the President and the Senate. 
They 
would amp ly justify the President in de­ 
manding the minister’s recall, without taking 
into account his attemp t to interfere iu the 
p olitical contests of the nation to which he is 
accredited, in the interest of the government 
which he rep resents. 
Great Britain has been 
very active in our p olitics. 
Iu the camp aign 
of 1880 she sent over free trade documents 
by the ton. 
In the camp aign of 1884 her 
manufacturers contributed not only docu­ 
ments but money. 
In the p resent camp aign 
they have comp lained that documents did 
not count, and boasted that they have sent 
the solid arguments of gold. 
This interference is iufamous.but the Dem­ 
ocrats gladly accep t it. There is therefore no 
way to check or p unish it. 
But if a dozen 
English camp aign orators were to come over 
here and advocate Cleveland’s electiou be­ 
cause the “ mother country” desired it, they 
would p robably be lynched by a mob com­ 
p osed about equally of Rep ublicans and 
Democrats. 
But what has Lord Sackvilie 
done? 
He has sent forth a letter as the rep ­ 
resentative of a foreign p ower, which letter 
he says he ex p ected to be p ublished, in which 
he aserts in effect that the “ mother country ’ 
desires Englishmen to vote for Cleveland. 
For what reason? Does he make the fisheries 
question p aramount?

at all.

document, while the Senate’s action was not 
hostile or calculated to widcu the breach be­ 
tween the two countries. 
If Lord Sackville

wholly by the letter of the President and the 
action of the Senate, he must inevitably have 
p rouounced 
in 
favor of 
the 
latter. 
B jt be p refers the President in sp ite of his 
stormy and threatening letter because he 
kaows It was written for buncombe, while he 
realizes and understands that uo treaty like 
that which the Senate rejected would ever have 
the ghost of a chance in that body.

tra d e q uestio n 
and so hostile to the dynamite 
school of Ireland.” In another paragraph it 
Is remarked that “ Mr. Harriso n is a h ig h 


all q u estio n s, an d u n d o u bted ly an en emy to 
British in terests g en erally.” 
The fact should 
lie observed that the tariff question was 
brought iu and occup ied an imp ortant p art 
in the questioner's letter. 
Lord Sackville in 
rep ly did not seek to change or weakeu the 
strong op inions of his corresp ondent iu re­ 
gard to the antagonistic views aud p ositions 
of the two candidates; he did not tell him 
that there was little to ex p ect from Cleveland 
in favor of free trade, or that Harrison was 
p osing as a Protectionist for p olitical effect, 
but advised him to vote for Cleveland. 
That 
was his answer to all the p oints raised. 
In other words, he assented to and thus con 
firmed the corresp ondent’s good op inion of 
Cleveland as a free trader, and liis bad 
op inion of Harrison as a “ high tariff man, a 
believer on the American side of all Ameri 
cau questions,” etc. 
Mr. Cleveland having 
been descrilied as very, very English, as not 
only a friend of the English side of the fish­ 
eries question but a free trader, the minister 
assents to this descrip tion by advising his 
friend to vote for him. 
‘ We have entered on no crusade of free 
trade.” wrote Mr. Cleveland in his letter of 
accep tance. 
But here is a voluminous cor­ 
resp ondence p articip ated in by the British 
minister, in which he is described as “so 
sound on free trude” as to commend him to 
the confidence of all Englishmen. 
Here the 
President is made to ap p ear as a hyp ocrite 
again, as insincere on the tariff as on the fish 
cries question, and wholly as accep table to 
England. 
This man knows what he is writ­ 
ing about. 
lie knows England's wishes iu 
rcganl to the election and its reasons there­ 
for. 
Minister Sackville-West is not a child. 
He is one of the shrewdest dip lomatists ever 
sent to Washington. 
Mr. Bayard has been 
like p utty in his hands. 
He has in fact been 
the controlling sp irit of all American di­ 
p lomacy since Mr. Cleveland’s inauguration. 
It is too late in the day to assume that he docs 
not understand the views of the administration 
or is without a reason for rep resenting Eng­ 
land as desiring its continuance. 
The coun­ 
try knows this arch-dip lomat too well to be 
p atient while Senator Morgan undertakes to 
write him down a fool. 
He has more brains, 
ability, skill and ex p erience in dip lomacy 
than Mr. Cleveland’s entire administration.

week. 
Now just as cheap land in Am erica enables 
you to serai us over cheap flour, beef, bacon, etc , 
and so cut out our farm ers, you m ay rely on it th at 
our cheap labor will cut out your well p aid labor. 
We will g et more w ork and your p eop le less. Our 
low wages will bring yours down, too, if we get free 
access to your m arkets. This is so clear th a t I won- 
;r at any American doubting it. 
As to free trade, th -re are m anv p eop le here who 
see th at if it is not adop ted by o th e r hinds soon we, 
to, will hav e to p itch it overboard. 
V\ e w ant 
m arkets for our p roducts. If you com e in and take 
our own m arkets from us and don't let us into yours 
we will be com p elled, in self-defense, to keep a hold 
on th a t w hich is our own. At p resen t we m ake In­ 
dia and our colonies take a good deal cf our wares 
W herever we can op en new av enues of trade we 
do it - if necessary at the bayonet's p oint, as in 
B urm ah and elsewhere. 
We can 't comp .-! you to be 
our custom ers and buy only a t our shop , but we can 
keep you out of our m arkets, and this we will have 
to do, n o len s vo len s. 
It will be m u ch better fo r u s 
o f co u rse, i f yo u g ive u s a sh a re o f yo u r tra d e o n 
eq u a l terms, a n d as th e Demo crats a re d isp o sed to 
d o th is, every British er o u g h t to be o n th e Demo ­ 
cra tic sid e, m th is fig h t, a n d , in d eed , every o n e o f 
th em is.

The fact should 
lie observed that the tariff question was 
brought iu and occupied au important part 
in the questioner’s letter. 
Lord Sackville in 
reply did not seek to change or weaken the 
strong opinions of his correspondent iu re­ 
gard to the antagonistic views and positions 
of the two candidates; he did not tell him 
that there was little to expect from Cleveland 
in favor of free trade, or that Harrison was 
posing as a Protectionist for political effect, 
but advised him to vote for Cleveland. 
That 
was his answer to all the points raised. 
In other words, he assented to and thus con­ 
firmed the corres|K>ndent’s good opinion of 
Cleveland as a free trader, and his bad 
opinion of Harrison as a “ high tariff man, a 
believer on the American side of all Ameri 
can questions,” etc.

We have entered on no crusade of free 
trade.” wrote Mr. Cleveland in his letter of 
acceptance. 
But here is a voluminous cor­ 
respondence participated in by the British 
minister, in which he is described as “ so 
sound on free trade” as to commend him to 
the confidence of all Englishmen. 
Here the 
President is made to appear as a hypocrite 
again, as insincere on the tariff as on the fish 
cries question, and wholly as acceptable to 
England. 
This man knows what he is writ­ 
ing about. 
He knows Emrlaud’s wishes iu 
regard to the election and its reasons there­ 
for. 
Minister Saekville-West is not a child. 
He is oueof the shrewdest diplomatists ever 
sent to Washington. 
Mr. Bayard has been 
like putty in his hands. 
He has in fact been 
the controlling spirit of all American di­ 
plomacy since Mr. Cleveland’s inauguration. 
It is too late in the day t© assume that he does 
not understand the views of the administration 
or is without a reason for representing Eng­ 
land as desiring its continuance. 
The coun 
try knows this areh-diplomat too well to be 
patient while Senator Morgan undertakes to 
write him down a fool. 
He has more brains, 
ability, skill and experience in diplomacy 
than Mr. Cleveland’s entire administration.

The letter of Lord Sackville-West, the 
British Minister at "Washington, to a friend 
in California advising him to vote for Cleve 
land, is not a subject for Irishmen alone, but 
for every American citizen to consider. Lord 
Sackville told the Tribune correspondent 
that he understood that “ both the action of 
the Senate [in rejecting the fisheries treaty] 
and the President’s letter of retaliation were 
for political effect.” These are accusations 
of dishonesty, insincerity and hypocrisy both 
against the President and Hie Senate. 
They 
would amply justify the President in de­ 
manding the minister’s recall, without taking 
into accouut his attempt to interfere in the 
political contests of the nation to which lie is 
accredited, in the interest of the government 
which he represents. 
Great Britain has been 
very active in our politics. 
In the campaign 
of 1880 she sent over free trade documents 
by the ton. 
In the campaign of 1884 her 
manufacturers contributed not only docu­ 
ments but money. 
In the present campaign 
they have complained that documents did 
not count, and boasted that they have sent 
the solid arguments of gold. 
This interference is iufamous.but the Dem 
ocrats gladly accept it. There is therefore no 
way to check or punish it.

English campaign orators were to come over 
here aod advocate Cleveland’s electiou be­ 
cause the " mother country” desired it, they 
would probably be lynched by a mob com­ 
posed about equally of Republicans and 
Democrats.

D e a r S i r ; The question from the Irish W orld is 
as it appears in the Observer, and expresses a fact 
of which I am convinced. There is r.o doubt that 
we iu this country “ can give you points ” iu cheap 
production. We pay sm aller wages and that alone 
will enable us to beat you, for freights are so low 
th at we are, as it were, opposition tradesm en just 
over the way. So low are wages here that in a re­ 
cent governm ent inquiry it came out that women 
were working as tailors tw elve and fourteen hours a 
day for as little as S I n week, and men at the sam e 
and other trades worked equally long hours for S3 a 
week. Now just as cheap land in America enables 
you to semi us over cheap flour, beef, bacon, etc , 
and so cut out our farm ers, you may rely on it th at 
our cheap labor will out out your well-paid labor. 
We will get more work and your people less. Our 
low wages will tiring yours down, too, if we get free 
access to your markets. This is so clear that I won­ 
der at any American doubting it. 
As to free trade, th -re are many people here who 
see that if it is not adopted by other lauds soon we, 
to, will have to pitcu it overboard. 
V\ e want 
m arkets for our products. If you come in and take 
our own m arkets from us and don't let us into yours 
we will be compelled, in self-defense, to keep a hold 
on th at which is our own. A t present we make In­ 
dia and our colonies take a good deal cf our wares. 
W herever we can open new avenues of trade we 
do i t - i f necessary at the bayonet’s point, as in 
Burm ah and elsewhere. We can’t compel you to be 
our custom ers and buy only at our shop, but we can 
keep you out of our m arkets, and this we will have 
to tío, nolens volens. It will be much better fo r us, 
o f course, if you give us a shore o f your trade on 
equal terms, and as the Democrats are disposed to 
do this, every Britisher ought to be on the Demo­ 
cratic side in this fight, and, indeed, every one o f 
them is. I am. sir, yours faithfully,

This letter does not appear to need any ex­ 
planation. 
The English want to stock our 
markets with their manufactured goods. 
This would compel our industrial population 
to CDgage in agriculture, Uie result of which 
would be “cheap flour, beef, bacon, etc.,” for 
the half-paid workingmen of Great Britain 
and Continental Europe. 
All they want is 
free access to our markets, and they all waut 
Cleveland re-elected because lie has promised 
this in his message, and they see the germ of 
it in the Mills bill. 
Freights are so obstacle 
because they are so low. 
All that stands in 
the way is our tariff. 
Remove that, and 
they will pour iu their goods made by men 
and women whose pay is respectively |3 and 
$1 per week.

N e w Y o r k , Oct. 18. 1888.

We are in the 
habit, somewhat, of iliscussiui* the tariff 
question very largely on theory. I think that 
a solid fact is worth a tou of theory. (“ Yes,” 
and applause.) You may philosophize upon 
the doetrinc of free trade, and on the doc­ 
trine of protection, to the end, but I want now 
to give you a solid fact. 
Up to this day—up 
to this 2dth day of October, in the year 
our Lord 1888, since Grover Cleveland was 
inaugurated, on March 4, 1885, that is some­ 
where about three years and six months ago 
—in that period there has been imported from 
England iuto this country, of iron and steel 
and oilier products, an amount equal to the 
enormous sum of ouc hundred and sixty mil­ 
lions of dollars. 
And yet they say we have 
got too high a tariff. Now, do you know what 
one hundred and sixty millions of dollars is ? 
I will tell you what it would be in this 
country. 
If that iron nnd steel lmd been 
made here, it meant good wages for a whole 
year for three hundred thousand laborers. 
(Applause.) And, with the average size of 
the family dependent upon him, it meant a 
million and a half of mouths to be fed and 
backs to be clothed out of that one hundred 
and sixty millions of dollars. 
(Applause.) 
That is what I call a solid fact. 
How 
much were American laboring men—Ameri­ 
can mechanics—how much were they paid 
out of that ? Nothing, hut the few clerks 
that took account of the shipping bills and 
the porters that put it on board the cars to its 
destination. 
But I say, if it had been made 
in the United Stutes, it meant $146,000,000— 
all but 10 per cent—it meant $146,000,000 
paid into the honest hands of American labor. 
(Applause.)

$ 2—No person or persons shall suspend or attach 
signs, placards or other devices for advertising a 
business over any of the sidewalks at a heighth less 
than 7 feet from the sidewall, to the lowest part of 
said sign, placard or device. 
S3—No person or persons shall suspend signs 
ota'-r devlc s o> modes for advertising a business, 
over the streets of this City , w ithout special cousent 
of the Common Council. 
J 4— No person or persons shall obstruct the streets 
r sidew alks of this City hy the placing of goods, 
wares or merchandise thereon fora longer time than 
may be reasonably necessary for the transportation 
of the same from place to place. 
S 5 Any person violating this ordinance, or any 
portion thereof, shull for such violation incur a pen­ 
alty of S5 for each aud every offence.

A C opy o f th e O rd in a n c e P asse d on N o v em ­ 
b e r 17, 1882—ltc u d th e S ectio n s I 
If all cannot be equal in property, if the talents of 
all cannot be the same, the laws at least should be 
the sam e to those who are citizens in the same State.

Tlie following is a copy of the ordinance 
in relation to obstruction of sidewalks and 
slreets, passed November 17, 1882 : 
The Common Council o f the City o f Kingston do 
ordain as fo llo w s: 
Section 1 No person or persons shall erect or sus­ 
pend sh. ds or awnings over any of tbe sidewalks at 
a heighth less than 7 feet from the sidewalks to the 
lowest p art of said awnings or studs. 
§ 2—No person or persons shall suspend or attach 
signs, placards or other devices for advertising a 
business over any of the sidewalks a t a heighth less 
than 7 feet from the sidewalk to the lowest part of 
said sign, placard or device. 
§ 3—No person or persons shall suspend signs or 
other devices or modes for advertising a business, 
over the streets of this City, without special consent 
of the Common Council. 
J 4—No person or persons shall obstruct the streets 
or sidewalks of this City by the placing of goods, 
wares or merchandise thereon fo ra longer time than 
may be reasonably necessary for the transportation 
of the sam e from place to place. 
§ 5 Any person violating this ordinance, or any 
cortion thereof, shall lor such violation incur a pen­ 
alty of S5 for each anil every offence.

MR. CLEVELAND'S BURCHARD CONSIDERED 


Tilt* letter of Lord Sackvllle-W est, the 
British Minister at W ashington, to a friend 
in California advising him to vote for Cleve 
land, is not a subject for Irishm en alone, hut 
for every American citizen to consider. Ix .n l 
Mackville told tile 
Tribune correspondent 
that he understood that “ both the action of 
tho Senate [in rejecting the fisheries treaty ] 
and tile President’s letter of retaliation w ere 
for political effect.’’ 
These are accusations 
of dishonesty, insincerity and hypocrisy both 
against the President anil Hic Senate. 
T hey 
would am ply justify the President in de 
m anding the minister'* recall, without taking 
into account his attempt to interfere in the 
political contests of the nation to which lie is 
accredited, in the interest of the governm ent 
which he represents. 
Great Britain has Ixen 
very active in our politics. 
In the cam paign 
of 1880 she sent over free trade docum ents 
by the Ion. 
Iii the cam paign of 1K84 lier 
m anufacturers contributed not only d o cu ­ 
ment* but money. 
In the present cam paign 
they have complained that docum ents did 
not count, nod boasted that they Lave sent 
the solid argum ents of gold. 
This interference is infam ous,but the D em ­ 
ocrats gladly accept it. There is therefore no 
way to check or punish it. 
But if a dozen 
English campaign orators were to come over 
here and advocate Cleveland’s election be­ 
cause the " mother country ” desired it, they 
would prolmbly be lynched by a mob com 
posed about equally of Republicans and 
Democrats. 
But what lias Lord Mackville 
done? 
He has sent fortli a letter as tile rep ­ 
resentative of a foreign power, which letter 
be says he expected to be published, in which 
he oserts in effect that the “ m other country ** 
desires Englishmen to vote for Cleveland.

If Lord Mackville 
had gauged his judgment of the two parties 
w holly by the letter of the President and the 
action of the Measle, he m ust inevitably have 
pronounced 
in 
favor 
of 
the 
latter. 
B j I be prefers the President in spite of his 
storm y and threatening letter because he 
k io w a it was written for buncombe, while he 
realizes and understands that no treaty like 
f i a t which the Menate rejected would ever have 
th e ghost of a chance in that tiody. 
B ut we m ust look farther fur the reasons 
•**•• * •‘• i m the minister to put forth this 
a s ’ooiflhiof letter lo benim %jg o»*.-*..iAnrj W e 
And these reasons in the letter to which Lord 
Mackville replied. 
In one clause of that let­ 
te r tbs Cleveland adm inistration was praised 
•s “ so favorable and friendly towards E ng­ 
land, so kind in not enforcing the retaliation 
•Ct passed by Congress, to sound on the fre e 
trade question and so hostile to the dynam ite 
achool o f Ireland." In another paragraph it 
la rem arked that “ Mr. Harrison it a high 
to r i/m a n , a believer en the Am erican ride o f 


all question*, and undoubtedly an enemy to 
B ritish interests generally." 
The fact should 
be observed that the tariff question was 
brought in and occupied an im portant part 
in the questioner's letter. 
Lord Mackville in 
reply did not seek to change or weaken the 
strong opinions of his correspondent in re­ 
gard to tile antagonistic views aud positions 
of Hie two candidates; lie did not tell him 
that there was little to expect from Cleveland 
in favor of free trade, or that Harrison was 
posing as a Protectionist for political effect, 
but advised him to vote for Cleveland. 
T hat 
was his answer to nil tile points raised, 
In other words, lie assented to and thus con 
firmed the corres|>ondcnt’s good opinion of 
Cleveland as a free trader, and his had 
opinion of Harrison as a "h ig h tariff man, a 
believer on the American side of nil Ameri 
eau questions,” etc. 
Mr. Cleveland having 
been described os very, very English, as not 
only n friend of the English side of the fish­ 
eries question but a free trader, Hie minister 
assents to this description by advising his 
friend to vote for him. 
‘ We have entered on no crusade of free 
trade.” wrote Mr. Cleveland in hi* letter of 
acceptance. 
But here is a voluminous cor 
rcspomlt nee participated in by the British 
minister, in which lie is described as "so 
sound on free trade” us to commend bim to 
the confidence of all Englishmen. 
Here tile 
President is made to appear as a hypocrite 
again, as insincere on tile tariff as on tile fish 
cries question, and wholly as acceptable to 
England. 
This man knows what lie is w rit­ 
ing about. 
He knows E ngland’s wishes in 
regard to the election mid its reasons there­ 
for. 
Minister Sack Ville-West is not a child. 
He is one of the shrewdest diplomatists ever 
sent to Washington. 
Mr. Bayard has been 
like putty in his hands. 
He lins in fact been 
the controlling spirit of all American di­ 
plomacy since Mr. Cleveland’s inauguration. 
It is too late in the day to assume that he does 
not understand die view s of the administration 
or is without a reason for representing E ng­ 
land as desiring its continuance. 
The coun­ 
try knows this arch-diplomat too well to be 
patient while Senator Morgan undertakes to 
write him down a fool. 
Ile lins more brains, 
ability, skill and experience in diplomacy 
than Mr. Cleveland’s entire administration.

the California Englishman; lie wished to say 
to him that it w as his duty lo vote for Cleve­ 
land, w ithout berne subjected to the charge of 
interfering in an American election.

At present we make In­ 
dia and our colonies take a goon deal cf our wares. 
Wherever we can open new avenues of trade we 
do it if necessary at the bayonet's point, a* in 
Burinah and elsew here. We can't compel you to tie 
our customers aud buy only at our shop, but we can 
keep you out of our markets, and tills we will have 
to ill), nolens coleus. It will he much belter for un, 
o f comte, if you aivr us a share o f your trode on 
n/ual terms, and in the Democrats are disposed to 
do this, every Britisher ought to be on the Demo­ 
cratic side in this fight, and, indeed, every one of 
them is.
